Jewish Army 








EAR MR. SEGAL: There has been a lot of 
discussion about a Jewish army but I have 
heard no word from you on this. Am I right 
in assuming that you are one of those Jews who, 
preferring to hide in the shadows, are against 
a Jewish army because, forsooth, it would make 
Jewish people too conspicuous? 


I, myself, believe it is about time to assert 
our manhood rights. We have been on the re- 
ceiving end long enough and, if we are to have 
the respect of mankind, we must take our stand 
as a people willing to fight our oppressors. A 
Jewish army will present a spearhead of Jewish 
resistance. We, the first of the long list of 
sufferers at Hitlers hands should be privileged, 
as a people, to challenge him with our own 
army. It is more than a privilege, in fact. It’s 
a right. If you are opposed to a Jewish army 
you should at least tell us why.—E. C., Chicago. 


No! I am not opposed to a Jewish army 
in Palestine, even though I am not one of those 
who seem to be beset with the idea that a 
Jewish army will be something decisive in the 
current affairs of mankind. 


Thus, in one of the Jewish press I find a 
first-page editorial caption: “The Hour of De- 
cision.” I start to read it eagerly, since I am 
one who wants to be at hand at any climactic 
moment of mankind. What is this hour of 
decision? 

I am at once let down, as I read: “It is the 
solemn duty of President Roosevelt in his con- 
ference with Churchill to press the immediate 
formation of a Jewish army as a problem of 
our coming defense.” 

This, it turns out, is the grave matter that 
hangs so precariously in the balance in this 
“hour of decision.” To my Zionist friends I 
commend a perspective that will enable them 
to look at this global war as an expanse be- 
yond the perimeter of their immediate noses. 

Yet I should like to see a Jewish army in 
Palestine if for no other reason than to enable 
the Jews to prove their military mettle in a 
world in which power is more respected than 
learning, culture and spiritual valor. 

The frequent repetition of our merits as a 
people of the Book, as the sons of luminous 
prophets, as spiritual light-givers has had no 
effect at all on the minds of those who don’t 
like us anyway. 

Now often I, myself, have written of the 
Jew loving peace above all the good of the 
world, of the Jew managing to survive all his 
travails by the power of his ideals, of the Jew 
saving the holy law of Scripture in all the times 
when he has been robbed of everything else, 
of the Jew outliving all the wicked powers 
that oppressed him. 

But, it appears that these spiritual merits 
may themselves be the deeper reason for hat- 


ing Jews. It is so embarrassing to see hanging 
around a fellow whose very existence reminds 
one of his own spiritual shortcomings. They 
killed the Jew, Jesus, for that reason. “He 
stirreth up the people,” it was alleged against 
him. 

(I am not meaning to say that all Jews 
stand on a lofty spiritual elevation. God knows 
how many of them fall short of the stars. I am 
speaking of the Jews as a symbol of the spirit 
implicit in the Law and the Prophets.) 

And how often has the Jewish press called 
attention to the sages and the saints of Israel 
—Einstein and Mendelsohn, Heine and Bran- 
deis, the many Jewish Nobel prize winners, 
Wasserman and Ehrlich. 

But the bright light of great men among 
the Jews has not served to illuminate the blind- 
ness of anti-Semites. We have not been re- 
spected more on account of Einstein, but Ser- 
geant Yankowitz of the Jewish army may 
gather for the Jews the esteem that has always 
been denied them when they were_ just the 
people of the Book. 

Sergeant Yankowitz of the Jewish army! 
Eternal fame gathers, nimbus-like about his 


head. “The Jews certainly can fight,’’ people 
may say respectfully. ‘You’ve got to hand it 
to them.” 


The reverence of mankind, withheld from 
the Jews when they had Einstein and Mendel- 
sohn, Heine and Brandeis, Nobel prize-winners, 
Ehrlich and Wasserman now is lavished upon 
them without stint through the person of Ser- 
geant Yankowitz. 

“The Jews sure got the guts,” they say. 

By all means a Jewish army in Palestine 
if only for the better appreciation of Jews by 
a world in which power is esteemed far beyond 
the values of the spirit. But— 

It has all at once occurred to me that we 
may not be pleasing even if we had Sergeant 
Yankowitz. Suppose, instead of respecting us 
on account of the sergeant, they said: ‘Yes, 
there are those Jews for you again. Always 
grabbing off everything. The way their ser- 
geant monopolized that machine gun nest all 
to himself. The Jews take everything.” 

Nevertheless, a Jewish army would suggest 
that Jews, as a people, are not eternally re- 
signed to be on the receiving end. That would 
be a demonstration that might exalt our self- 
restraint even if it didn’t persuade anti-Semites 
to like us more. 

In the meantime, Jews are fighting and dy- 
ing in all the armies of free men, giving their 
blood to the common pool, marching with all 
other free men toward a federation of man. In 
that federation let us hope there will be no 
special problem of Jews separate from man- 
kind seeking to establish a world more just 
and lovely.

In our present national and international emergency, 
I consider it of importance that I clarify some general misconceptions 
concerning my attitude toward ay fellow-citisens of Jewleh faith. I 
do not subscribe to or support, directly or indirectly, any agitation 
which would promote antagonism against my Jewish fellow-citizens. I 
consider that the hate-mongering prevalent for some time in this 
country against the Jew, is of distinct disservice to our country, and 
to the peace and welfare of humanity. 


At the time of the retraction by me of certain publicas 
tions concerning the Jewish people, in pursuance of which I ceased the 
publication of "The Dearborn Independent," I destroyed copies of 
literature prepared by certain persons connected with its publication, 
Since that time I have given no permission or sanction to anyone to use 
my name as sponsoring any such publication, or being the accredited 
author thereof, 


I am convinced that there is no greater dereliction 
among the Jews than there is among any other class of citizens, I am 
convinced, further, that agitation for the creation of hate against 
the Jew or any other racial or religious group, has been utilised to 
divide our American community and to weaken our national unity. 


I strongly irge all my fellow-citizens to give no aid 
to any movement whose purpose it is to arouse hatred against any group, 
It is my sincere hope that now in this country and throughout the 
world, when this war is finished and peace once more established, 
hatred of the Jew, commonly known as anti-Semitism, and hatred against 
any other racial or religious group, shall cease for all time.

The Editor’s Chair, 

Those of us who were privi- 
leged to hear Jay Allen Sunday at 
the J.D.C. meeting in the Colum- 
bia Club got one of the most 
meaningful talks in years. Mr 
Allen is no flaming orator, but 
what he said could not have been 
put over more effectively if his 
remarks had been given amidst 
an air raid over the city. From 
this distance (Wednesday) Mr 
Allens theme: seemed to be how 
awfully wrong we have been in 
the past 25 years, and what a 
fearful bed we have made for 
ourselves and that we have made 
our last mistake. Mr. Allen didn’t 
hesitate to call names, lambasting 
all our isolationists and declaring 
flatly that the appeasers are stil] 
appearsers, and that they should 
have the decency, considering 
they were so wrong, and have al- 
ready harmed this country so 
much, to be quiet for the “dura- 
tion”. He said these appeasers 
who will never change, know 
that it is no longer safe to pub- 
licly hamper the war effort, so 
that they have now turned patri- 
otic.. He also outlined the new 
tact which the isolationists are 
already experimenting with. Mr. 
Allen is decidedly liberal in his 
views, and his remarks must 
have made some of our leaders 
squirm. I wish I had space to 
tell you more. 

I believe I could have told you 
any day after Dec. 7 how my col- 
lege room-mate Bob Kushner 
would act during the surprise Jap 
raid on Hickam Field, Honolulu, 
where he is stationed, just as I 
somehow felt that he had gone 
through the bombing unscathed. 
Well this week I received a copy 
of Hickam Highlights, which is 
evidently the Field paper, and I 
want to quote what it says. 

“Many of those who were 
wounded in Dec. 7’s attack will 
wholeheartedly agree on my 
choice for the soldier of this 
week. Many of you indeed owe 
your living hours to this man. 

“Lt. Robert E. Lee Kushner:

A Job For Indianapolis 


Fagin cer amene OF plans for a large army 

cantonment near Columbus, Ind., means 
that the Indianapolis Jewish Community will 
become the guardian of the morale of Jewish 
boys from homes throughout the nation running 
into the hundreds and maybe thousands. For 
Indianapolis is not only the closest large Jewish 
community to the new camp, but even if the 
extra miles to Louisville were no handicap, 
that city already has its hands full with the 
large number of Jewish boys at Fort Knox, 
just thirty miles away. 

The obligation is not to be considered 
lightly. On week-ends, literally hundreds of 
Jewish boys will flood Indianapolis, and their 
sole source of Jewish contact and entertain- 
ment will be the local Jewish community. Al- 
though the task is formidable it is not one 
outside the capability of our city and unless 
we are something other than we claim to be, 
should not engender anything but the gener- 
osity and hospitality for which Indianapolis 
and Indiana have long been noted. 

In a few words, Indianapolis homes will 
be called upon to provide sleeping places, say 


at a guess, for from three to four hundred 
Jewish boys over Saturday nights. The men 
will want Jewish meals, Jewish contacts, and 
entertainment and friendship from us, and if 
we are anything like our sister city Louisville, 
we will rise to the occasion nobly without the 
least bit of grumbling. Indianapolis can ar- 
range Saturday night and Sunday afternoon 
dances, interspersed by other types of activity 
of interest to the men at camp on just as liberal 
a scale as any other city, and all that will be 
required, The Post is sure, is capable leader- 
ship by the local Army and Navy Committee 
of the Jewish Welfare Board and an under- 
standing by the community what is required 
of it. 

Since Louisville is so near to Indianapolis, 
and since that city’s Jewish community just 
as in the days of the First World War has 
already been acclaimed for the unstinted way 
in which it has risen to the opportunity to be 
of service, it might not be amiss for our Army 
and Navy Committee to spend a few days in 
the Kentucky City studying the work being 
done there. 


Forcing a Decision From God 


OMMENTING ON its own official report of 

the massacre in the Ukraine by the Nazis 

of some 100,000 civilian, the majority of them 

Jews, a statement from Molotoff, Soviet Com- 

missar for Foreign Affairs, declares that the 

Soviet Government “will demand retribution 
and will attain it.” 

How this retribution is to be attained is 
not explained, and it is comforting to know 
with what regard the Soviet regime holds a 
group of its citizens which other nations have 
considered less than human. 

Yet the word retribution has the connota- 
tion of the eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth 
exchange, and will probably be interpreted to 


mean a like visitation on 100,000 Germans. 

Certainly this is war, and unquestionably 
the German nationals are guilty, but Jews 
would never condone such revenge, and even 
the families of the dead would never ask for 
one more additional death to Nazi civilians 
than is necessary toward the successful pro- 
secution of the war and the wiping out of the 
scourge that made possible or might permit the 
resurgence again of the Nazi scourge. 

But, on the other hand, were the U. S. S. R. 
to adopt this same attitude there would be no 
deterrent to further and greater slaughter by 
the blood-thirsty Nazis. 

Man has his own ingenious ways of forcing 
impossible decisions from God.

Judaism, Your Child, Spinach and Cod- 
Liver Oil, All Tied Together by the Bulletin of 
Temple Israel, St. Louis—Your child would pre- 
fer ice cream to cod-liver oil, and candy to 
spinach. But you do not offer it these alterna- 
tives. He or she must eat spinach and must 
have cod-liver oil. At first, your child probably 
resisted both of these essential foods because 
their taste is unpleasant and must be culti- 
vated. But you persisted and the opposition 
weakened. The cod-liver oil may have needed 
a sugar-coating, but your child yielded to your 
training. You educated him to adjust himself 
to a balanced diet. Failure so to educate a 
child would jeopardize its life and undermine 
its health. You insist upon these unpalatable 
foods because the experience of the race has 
indicated their value. You do not allow your 
children to choose alternatives of life and death. 

Some parents allow their children to choose 
between attending a school of religion and do- 
ing nothing. The experience of the human race 
has taught that religion is as essential to the 
well-being of the human race as cod-liver oil 
and spinach to the growth of children. No sane 
parent offers a child the alternative of cod- 
liver oil or candy. Why, then, offer a child the 
alternative of Judaism or agnostisism or athe- 
ism? 


A child cannot guess about the value of 
religion any more than it can guess about the 
nutritive values of essential foods. More and 
more, modern educators are learning what the 


rabbis have known for centuries, that living 
mah has more than physical needs, that social 
and spiritual hungers must be fed for man to 
live happily and harmoniously. Parents must 
be just as positive about the need for religion 
as they are about the need for spinach, about 
the worth of a belief in God as about the value 
of cod-liver oil. Parents must insist that at- 
tendance at a school of religion is an essential 
of life. Then, their children will adjust them- 
selves to the fact. Then, they will attend re- 
ligious school gladly, not grudgingly. Then, 
perhaps they will learn that they are more 
than flesh and will try to live as if they are 
but “little lower than the angels.” 


Liberalism in religion does not mean lib- 
eralism from religion. Parents who question 
the need for training do not reinforce in the 
minds of their children the fact that religion 
is essential to worthwhile living. Without train- 
ing, religious experiences become more diffi- 
cult. Religion is no tonly essential to happi- 
ness, but it is equally essential for dignified and 
heroic living.
